— East 
Germany ended its partial blockage 
of 'access to isolated West Berlin 
at noon today as representatives 
from both parts of the divided 
country prepared for a new round 
of talks in East Berlin tomor r ow. 

The disruption of traffic to and 
from Berlin, fee second- this month, 
was in 'retaliation for a meeting 
here of 14 Social Democratic 
floor leaders' from Bohn and West 
German state legislatures. Al- 
though fee politicians flew back 
to- West -Germany last- night, 
drivers were held up unto noon 
today: 

Meeting Today 

Interference . with traffic Is 
certain to be brought up by Secre- 
tary of State Egon Bahr, West 
Germany's diplomatic trouble- 
shooter. at tomorrow's meeting in 
East Berlin. 

Mr. Bahr, who opened talks in 
East Berlin last month, is to confer 
wife Michael Kohl, secretary of 
state on the staff of Premier Willi 
Stoph.

The Interruptions to Berlin’s 
vital lifelines “show once more how 
urgently we need an improvement, 
settlement between East and 
West,” Mayor Klaus Schuetz told 
a reporter.

STOCKHOLM. Dec. 22 fUPl). 
— T anks charged into fee crowds, 
an army officer shot and killed 
% 15-year-old boy and was tom 
to pieces seconds later by the 
angry mob. 

It happened in Gdansk and 
Gdynia during Poland's “bloody 
week,” according to a dramatic 
account by a Swedish student, 
who said he saw it happen. 

He quoted “reports which are 
impossible to check but which 
were circulated widely in 
Gdansk” as saying a total of 
221 persons died in the riots In 
Gdansk. Gdynia and EJblag, all 
industrial cities on or near fee 
Baltic coast. 

According to the reports, 37 
persons died in Gdansk, while 
94 were killed in Gdynia and 90 
in Elblag, a center of Poland’s 
electrical industry, near the So- 
viet border. 

The student's 3,000-word ac- 
count was published in the 
Stockholm newspaper Expressen 
today. The youth, who just re- 
turned from Poland, asked the 
press not to publish his name. 
He signed his story **C." 

The Expressen story did not 
mention the riots in Szczecin, 
because it said fee author had 
not been in that city.

Peking Hails Polish Rioting, 
Assails New Warsaw Chiefs

HONG KONG, Dec. 32 (WP).— 
China said today that last week’s 
Polish workers' rioting was fully 
justified and illustrated the bank- 
ruptcy of Soviet policies in Eastern 
Europe. 

In a strongly worded attack on 
Moscow and Poland’s party leader- 
ship, China applauded fee workers’ 
uprising and predicted that the 
fall of party chief Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka “in no way means the end 
of fee revolutionary struggle." 

China equated Poland with 
“Czechoslovakia and other Eastern 
European countries," which it said 
are “powder kegs that can ex- 
plode at any time.” The Chinese 
commentator writing in fee party 
newspaper People’s Daily said that 
Poland's leadership has been fol- 
lowing “the Soviet revisionists 
against fee interests of fee Polish 
people.” 


Cholera Vaccination Dropped 
As U.S. Entry Requirement

WASHINGTON. Dec. 22.— The United States has dropped the 
requirement that travelers coming to America from cholera-infected 
areas be. vaccinated against fee disease. 

The reason given is that the anti-cholera vaccine is of little use 
In preventing the spread of cholera and feat treatment facilities in 
fee United States are so effective as to make fee vaccine un- 
necessary. 

Dr. Jesse Steinfeld, UJ3. surgeon general, said in disclosing 
the action that the United States feus becomes fee first country 
in the world to take an official position forgoing cholera vaccina- 
tions. Dr. Steinfeld, head of the UJS. Public Health Service, said: 

“There is dear evidence that cholera vaccine is of little use 
in preventing the spread of cholera across borders. We have today 
excellent treatment for cholera. 

“The only effective method of preventing the spread of fee dis- 
ease is the improvement of the environmental sanitation ... In 

spite of some inadequacies, these programs are still very capable 
of preventing the spread of cholera.” 

"Weighing costs and benefits, fee united States has decided 
there is no reason for our government to require cholera vaccina- 
tion as a condition of entry to the United States for travelers 
coming from an Infected area.” Dr. steinfeld stated. 

The only reason far immunization, he said, is to reduce illness 
and death in countries where health facilities for treatment of 
the disease are inadequate. 

Cholera has spread from the Middle East for the last two years 
and in 1969 reached sub-Sahara Africa. 


The article also said Russia had 
begun to deploy troops “in a vain 
attempt to help the Polish revi- 
sionist authorities’’ stamp out fee 
rebellion. 

As broadcast by the Peking radio, 
the article warned that by using 
its troops fee Soviet Union would 
only provoke “a more vigorous 
revolutionary struggle of the Polish 
people and people of other East- 
tern European countries against 
Soviet revisionism.” 

China's decision to issue Its 
“warm congratulations” to Poland’s 
workers at this time is not In keep- 
ing wife Peking’s slow and cautious 
response to foreign developments, 
analysts here pointed out. 

It is not surprising that China, 
which condemned the Soviet 
Union's 1968 invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia, has also attacked the 
Russians over the Polish rebellion, 
analysts here believe, but China 
has uncharacteristically spoken out 
while the Polish situation is still 
somewhat in flun. 

The People’s Daily commentator 
accused Mr. Gomulka s successor. 
Edward Gierek, of making “empty 
promises'' in an attempt to defuse 
the rebellion. Mr. Gierek's first 
television statement, China charg- 
ed. "concealed his intention to 
slaughter fee workers and suppress 
the people." 

Instead, the Polish party leader 
expressed the desire “to forge 
ahead together wife fee Soviet re- 
visionists." the article said. 

China has diplomatic relations 
with the Polish government and 
last summer sent a new ambas- 
sador to Warsaw, after the hiatus 
in Chinese diplomatic activity 
caused by fee Cultural Revolution. 

In an effort to erode Soviet world 
influence and to keep Moscow as 
occupied with Russia’s western 
borders as possible, rihina has been 
seeking to Improve its relations 
with the Eastern European coun- 
tries. 

Albania has long been a staunch 
Chinese ally, and Romania and 
Yugoslavia have responded with 
some warmth to Chinese diplomatic 
and trade contacts. They are the

Sunday, the shipyard workers 
went on strike and Monday 
morning they marched on the 
Communist party Central Com- 
mittee building to convince the 
local party officials to protest 
in Warsaw against the price in- 
creases.

Thousands of workers demon- 
strated in the streets of Gdansk 
and there were minor clashes 
with police. Late at night, a 
number of shipyard workers 
were arrested. 

The demonstrations turned 
into riots Tuesday morning, 
when other workers marched 
on the police headquarters to 
free their comrades, the story 
said. The workers stormed the 
b unding , liberated the workers 
and set fire to the ground floor. 

Singing the "Internationale” 
and the Polish anthem, the 
workers then marched on the 
party headquarters, he said. 
Many workers burned their 
party cards, others should. 
“Down with the Red capitalists. 
We want - bread— not TV sets.” 

Police Outnumbered 

When no party official ap- 
peared, the workers stormed the 
building, sacked It and set fire 
to it. The police outside were 
hopelessly outnumbered, the 
story said. 

Shortly afterward, army units 
rolled Into Gdansk. 

“Tanks charged into the 
crowds, which reportedly totaled 
almost 20,000.” the story said. 


The workers first pulled back, 
then formed cordons across the 
streets to try to stop the tanks. 

At one point an -officer in a 
tank shot and killed a 15- 
y ear-old boy, who stood in the 
way. “The workers stormed the 
tank from every direction and 
many witnesses said the officer 
was literally tom to pieces,” the 
story continued. 

The bloody fighting went on 
for hours. The police fired into 
the crowds and police helicop- 
ters dropped tear gas and smoke 
bombs, “C” said.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 22 CWPj.— 
In the interest of. safety, the UJ3. 
space agency has cut one day from 
the ’upcoming moon ’ flight of 
ApoDo-14 and has added more than 
600 pounds to the ApoDo-14 space- 
craft.

Coast Guard Officers to Face House Panel

WASHINGTON. Dec. 22.— Rep. 
Wayne L. Hays, D., Ohio, chairman

tor’s return. He added: “We now 
give assurance to the world that an 
incident such as this can never oc- 
cur again." 

The Coast Guard board which 
investigated tbe return Nov. 23 of 
defector film as Kudirka, a Lithua- 
nian who was beaten by Soviet sea- 
men aboard the Coast Guard cutter 
Vigilant in US. waters off Mas- 
sachusetts. also recommended a 
reprimand for Comdr. Ralph W.

unconsciousness.

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Confusion Over the Vote 


As President Nixon prophesied, hut as 
Congress preferred not to believe, the Im- 
position of the 18-year-old voting standard 
by statute has produced great confusion in 
the electoral machinery of the United States. 

It produced an equal amount of confusion 
in the deliberations of the Supreme Court, 
with a single justice — Mr. Black— I holding 
the opinion that Is now the law of the 
land. 

The confusion stems from many sources: 
differences over the respective rights of Con- 
gress and the states: differences over the 
respective merits of amendment and statute, 
as applied to extensions of the franchise; 
differences, even, over the application of the 
14th Amendment to political rights, as op- 
posed to civil rights. But the most funda- 
mental difference springs from the legal 
definition of maturity. In many Instances, 
as the minority of the court pointed out. 
18-year-olds bear the responsibilities of 
maturity: in obligations for military service, 
in matters of criminal law, in ability to con- 
tract marriage, in education. But at the 
same time broad areas of dvll law define 
maturity as applying to those who have 
reached 21. 

Voting Is only one aspect of this dis- 
ability applied to 18-year-olds. 


As a compromise among the various dif- 
ferences, Justice Black's opinion seems 
equitable and constitutional. That it will im- 
pose many practical hardships on the states 
which will have to distinguish between those 
who can vote in federal elections, but are 
debarred from voting on local and state 
candidates and Issues, may, as Senator Ken- 
nedy predicts, spur passage of an amend- 
ment lowering the voting age In all elec- 
tions. But for the difficulties that must 
ensue before such an amendment can be- 
come law. Mr. Kennedy, as a vigorous ad- 
vocate of congressional action in this matter, 
must bear his own share of responsibility. 

There are excellent practical and moral 
reasons for giving those who have attained 
the age of 18 the vote — just as there were 
even stronger reasons for extending the 
franchise to women. But there were few 
sound reasons in either case for overturn- 
ing the assum ption, however fallacious they 
may seem today, of centuries either by act 
of Congress or judicial flat. The attempt to 
do so was just as much an exploitation of 
youth for political purposes as merchandis- 
ing and entertainment directed at the “youth 
market" Is an exploitation for commercial 
purposes. The 18-year-olds should and will 
get the vote. But they must get It con- 
stitutionally, and permanently. 


Gomulka to Gierek 


Rarely has a politician gone so quickly 
from the zenith to the nadir of his fortunes 
as has Wladysl&w Gomulka these past two 
weeks. When West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt was In Warsaw earlier this month, 
signing the treaty recognizing the Oder- 
Neisse Line as Poland’s western frontier, 
Gomulka was at the peak of his career. He 
would have been less than human if he had 
not reflected then that this event alone as- 
sured him an honored place In Polish history. 
A few days later his troops were shooting 
workers In the Baltic ports— and last week- 
end he “resigned." 

There was justice in the fact that a 
workers' revolt toppled Gomulka from power. 
It had been evident for many years that his 
creative contributions to Polish development 
were behind him, and that he bad been 
transformed from the apostle of progress he 
was in 1956 Into a reactionary defender of 
an obsolete status quo. 

He did accomplish great reforms that met 
his people’s aspirations 14 years ago: partial 
reconciliation with the Roman Catholic 
Church; the almost unique Institution of 
private peasant farming In a Communist- 
ruled nation; opening steps toward relative 
freedom— at least as compared with the 
worst period of the Stalin era. But as his 
hold on power became solidified after 1956, 
Gomulka became ever more conservative. He 
cut back Sharply an freedom of press and 
expression, and he made slavish adherence 
to the Soviet Union the beginning and end 
of his foreign policy. 

The depth of Gomulka's moral descent be- 
came vividly evident two years ago In the 
unbridled violence used against Polish stu- 
dent demonstrators, in the shameful anti- 
Semitic campaign that made scapegoats of 
the handful of Jewish sur v ivors In Poland, 
and finally In Gomulka's leading role In urg- 
ing the August, 1968, Invasion of Czecho- 


slovakia. Time showed that Gomulka was 
basically a narrow-minded Communist dog- 
matist and not the liberal so many had 
originally thought him to be. 

Catapulted to power by last week’s riots 
and the national revulsion against Gomulka, 
Edward Gierek begins his tenure with a 
clean slate and great opportunities to rally 
his demoralized people. But he must first 
concentrate his attention on the economic 
crisis, and he must be aware that Moscow 
will be watching his every move, fearful that 
he might turn into a Palish Dubcek. 

In his short speech to the nation after he 
became first secretary, Gierek outlined his 
immediate program In the most general 
terms. He indicated that his first priority Is 
to seek national reconciliation by taking 
workers’ desires into account, even though 
this win mean recasting Poland's economic 
plans and at least partially nullifying the 
price increases that sparked last week’s ex- 
plosion. He asked for cooperation from aU 
elements of the population and promised to 
observe “the norms of Socialist democracy 
in an fields of life.” And, of course, he pledg- 
ed loyalty to the Soviet Union. 

These generalities can satisfy the Polish 
people for only a brief period, and soon Mr. 
Gierek will have to be more specific and to 
Institute measures aimed at alleviating the 
many grievances that exist in today’s 
Poland. The men who have come to power 
with him are a mixed bag. Poland’s new 
leader win be subjected to competitive and 
rival pressures even within the newly re- 
constituted Politburo. 

Mr. Gierek has promised to “take reality 
into account” and engage in “wide-ranging 
consultation with the working class and 
Intelligentsia.” His success in the period 
ahead will depend upon how well and how 
sincerely he redeems these pledges.

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Exit Gomulka 

The final Irony of Mr. Gomulka's career 
has taken place. For Mr. Gomulka the most 
bitter part of it aU must be the knowledge 
that he could have resigned one week ago 
and been treated, at least within the party, 
as a kind of elder statesman. His treaty 
with West Germany, signed only two weeks 
ago, Is undoubtedly an important milestone 
in his country’s history as well as that of 
Europe as a whole. As the first minister in 
charge of the western territories regained 
after the war, Mr. Gomulka was always 
Identified with them. Indeed, of aU the post- 
war Communist leaders of Eastern Europe, 
Mr. Gomulka was perhaps the most national- 
istic. He stood up to Stalin and refused to 
collectivize the proud peasantry of Poland. 
[But] Poland Is still a harsh, oppressive and 
drab place. And now with the current riots 
It has been made clear once again that the 
working class, which is meant to be the 
bedrock of the regime, la angry and dis- 
satisfied.

However, as far 
as these "bear witness to a deep economic 
and social crisis. Western Communist parties 
cannot fall to take a position.

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The Gallery of the Dolls

pARIS. Dec. 22.— The French 
are famous for a number of 
things: fashion, food, lovers— 
and dolls. 


Right now. of course, dolls 
are everywhere, in all the 
brightly lit. jingle bells and 
Merry Christmas stores. But 
you will also find them in a 
dim-as-dlm-can-be alley, the 
Galerie Vero-Dodat. Paris-ler. 
This "gallery” is one of those 
picturesque, t u r n-of-the-cen- 
tury passageways, with glass 
vaults, that, more often than 
not, are deserted. The Vero- 
Dohat "gallery." near Les 
Halles, may be the sleepiest of 
them all. 

But not completely. At Vo. cg 
is a shop specializing in antique 
French doils. It is owned' and 
run by Robert Capia. an amiable 
man in this early thirties who 
says he has been fascinated by 
dolls since the age of 14. when 
he starred collecting them. He 


acquired so many that, six years 
ago, he opened shop. - 

Mr. Capias doll-talk is so 
rich and knowledgeable that he 
could easily write a book on the 
subject. "And maybe I will 
someday," lie said. He has 
already done . much of the re- 
search, at the Bibllotheque Na- 
tionals. 

For example: dolls, he said, 
go back to Egyptian times when 
they were made oi gold and 
.ivory. The Romans, too. had 
dolls, but rough and made of 
baked cl3y. 

In France, the doll-as-a-toy 
business did not exist before 
the middle of the 1 9th century. 
But dolls were known here long 
before that. In 1391 Queen 
Isabeau de Baviere — the wife of 
Charles VI of France— present- 
ed one to the Queen of England. 
Queen Catherine ■ de Medicis 
owned IS. Mr. Capia reports, of 
which eight were dressed— don't

ask me why— tn deep mourning. 

In the 18th century, dolls 
started traveling all over Europe 
as emissaries of Faria fashion. 
They were dressed to the hilt 
and came with trunks full of 
clothes, made by the top coutu- 
riers. with sample accessories by 
the best milliners and shoe- 
makers. from the Palais Royal, 
then the city's rashion head- 
quarters. 

When the dolls arrived in a 
foreign country, there was 
great excitement. All the 
grandes dames rushed to see 
them and place, their orders 
with the Paris dressmakers. 

Mademoiselle Bertin. Marie- 
Antoinette's dressmaker had, 
says Mr. Capia. the best high 
fashion dolls with the latest d 
la belle jxmle (such as those 
Marie- Antoinette wore* hairdos. 

The first fashion magazine, 


Le Journal des Demoiselles, 
dealt a fatal blow to dolls as 
traveling fashion models. But 
at the 1844 Exposition de l'ln- 
d us trie, dolls, as toys, were 
shown, for the first time. They 
were manufactured by Emile 
Jumeau, .who used his two 
da ug ht er s as models. .A Jnmp.au, 
doll. Robert Capia explained, 
has a porcelain biscuit head, 
closed mouth, pierced ears and - 
blown glass eyes, topped by very- 
close knit eyebrows. Head and 
body are in one piece. Mr. Ju- 
. menu's son improved the design 
by concocting a spring to give 
movement to the head. Legs 
and arms, originally of 
sawdust- filled kid, were replac- 
ed by articulated wood, and cop- 
ied from then on by other doll 
manufacturers. The first cel- 
luloid dolls appeared in 1850.

19th-century French dolls ■ .are 
collected all over the world, Mr. 
Capia pointed out. These are 
the Jumeau dolls, the Bru and 
the Steiner, dolls— all French 
despite the German-sounding 
name of the latter. Hie Ju- 
meau sell for 1,000 francs 
<8181). The Bru dolls-rwhlch 
have an interesting anatomical 
detail, -bosoms, the first in doll 
history — cost about 2.500 
francs (S454>. The Steiner dolls 
cry and talk. Although .they 
say only “Papa" and “Maiuan,” 
that Is enough to make them 
worth 3,500 francs ($634). 

In ’ the early 20th' century, 
Mr. Capia went on, the market 
was flooded with dolls made 
by the Society Frangaise . de 
B6b€s et Jouets— but these 
dolls, being more recent, cost 
only 120 francs ( 821 ). 

The biggest doll collectors, 
Mr. Capia said, are In the 
United States. Next come the 
Germans and the British. “The 
Americans.'’ he pointed out, 
“take their dolls seriously. 
There are doll collectors' clubs 
In the United States and even 
a doll hospital in Washington." 

Some collectors like their an- 
tique dolls to look old as well 
as be old. Others spruce them 
up. “The Americans, again, are 
very finicky," Mr. Capia said 
somewhat ruefully “They wash 
them, even disinfect, them and 
dress them in beautiful at- 
tire." 


Dolls cover the whole social 
spectrum. Tou find hatless, 
aproned femmes du peuple, 
nurses, cocottes — and all the.

Budget Deficit 
In U.S. Rising 
By $7 Billion 

By Edwin L. Dale Jr. 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 22 (NYT). 
— Congress Is well on Its way to 
adding more than $7 billion to the 
budget deficit to the current fiscal 
year, a new tally revealed yester- 
day. 

The tally, released by the Con- 
gressional Joint Committee on Re- 
duction of Federal Expenditures, 
had these highlights: 

at Bins already enacted win add 
<Q.8 billion to spending above what 
President Nixon proposed. 

• Inaction on various cost-cut- 
ting proposals win add $600 million 
to the budget. 

9 Inaction or changes In revenue 
legislation win reduce proposed 
revenues by about $3.3 billion. 

• Other bills pending, chiefly 
Social Security, win add an un- 
known additional amount, with a 
minimum of $15 billion. 

The report showed that appro- 
nriations bills enacted to date pro- 
duced a small net reduction in the 
budget of $190 million. This was 
brought about essentially by a cut 
in spending of $880 million to the 
defense money bin. largely- offset 
by a series of smaller Increases in 
other bills. 

But other actions and inactions, 
including such major matters as 
postal rates, federal pay scales and 
veterans benefits, will swell the 
budget by nearly $3 billion, with 
other measures still pending. In 
many cases, these other measures 
require “automatic" appropriations 
later. 

Economic Decline Steep 

Apart from the failure to act on 
about $3.3 billion of revenue pro- 
posals— and the decision on these 
Is. in effect, final— revenues will 
be reduced below the President’s 
latest official estimate to May be- 
cause of the steeper decline to the 
economy than was then expected. 

The Joint Committee on Internal 
Revedue Taxation has estimated 
recently that collections will tail 
$5.7 billion below the President's 
estimate far this reason alone. 

Many economists believe that, 
unplanned as it may have been, the 
addition of as much as $7 button to 
the budget deficit this year was 
probably good for the economy and 
should help keep the downturn 
from being worse. 

Although Mr. Nixon has not 
openly embraced a larger deficit 
than the $1.3 billion he estimated 
last May, a number of high officials 
have conceded the deficit would be 
considerably larger and have said 
that, to the extent it occurred be- 
cause of sluggish receipts, it was 
acceptable.

The period in- 
cluded the Dec. 15 corporate tax 
payment date, when businessmen 
usually make large loans. 

In announcing the reduction. 
Chase said it was based on de- 
clines in other sectors of the money 
markets, such as short-term treas- 
ury bills, “and in the generally 
moderate loan demand to the four 
weeks since we last reduced the 
prime rate." 

National City Bank of Minnea- 
polis, noting that Its outstanding 
loans are down 12 percent from 
recent lighs. dropped its prime rate 
to 6 1/2 percent. 

First Pennsylvania Bank & 
Trust, the largest bank in Phila- 
delphia, said its loan demand is 
steady and does not plan to re- 
duce its rate.

Football Out of Meggy sey’s League

high school sports banquets where he showed 
a highlight film with beer commercials and

life. Those of you who work the hardest and 
are the most dedicated will be the most suc- 
cessful.

He would end his speech by emphasizing that 
playing football developed the right values and 
attitudes.

But there's no question in the radlcalizatlon 
of Meggysey and the distance he has traveled 
from crew-cut "coaches' dream” to a bearded 
activist for social change who returned to his 
.'item mats-. Syracuse, two weeks ago and told 
nearly 1.000 students that "symbolically and 
‘metaphysically, big-time football represents our 
violent culture and 'the mode of authoritari- 
anism. It has as its keynote competition and 
militaristic, organized violence.” 

Meggysey was born 29 years ago in Cleveland 
and grew up humiliatingly poor on an Ohio 
farm. In high school football he found ap- 
proval and recognition as a brutal, f ana ti c a l 
player. On scholarship at Syracuse, his team- 
mates ridiculed his aggressive hustle and called 
him "superpsych.” Id his book, “Out of Their 
League" (Ramparts Press. $6-951, he emerges 
;-as % an outsider, first through his poverty, later- 


through his inability to completely accept the 
values of his football life. At Syracuse, he 
says, players were treated as a commodity" 
and discarded after use; Of the 26 fres h men 
who arrived with football scholarships in 1958, 
Meggysey was one of only three who was 
graduated in 1963. 

At Syracuse, he says, coach Ben Schwartz- 
vralder warned him against “hanging out with 
those beatniks,” friends he had made a m on g 
■ liberal arts and graduate students who laughed 
at football and called the short, war-hero coach 
the “pigmy paratrooper.'' Other players ques- 
tioned the morality of Meggysey’s living with 
the girl he later married, a "sinful" relation- 
ship and abnormal compared to the more 
“healthy and manly" practice of getting drunk 
and roughing a pickup. 

The Clinic 

He had some trouble, he says, getting used 
to taking money from alumni or coaches after 
a good game, but eventually accepted $30 a 
week in an envelope. He feels he was one of 
many whose body was abused by medical prac- 
tices that were sometimes faulty and always 
directed toward getting him back into the game. 
When his team finally revolted, it was perfectly 
in keeping with the system: The players 
threatened to boycott the Liberty Bowl, from 
which the school would get television money, 
imiws they got wrist watches. 

Meggysey’s devotion to the game kept him 
In the pros through a rookie season in which 
he was an expendable on the “bomb squads," 
the kick-off and punt-return teams. He had 
planned at that time to enroll in medical 
school after a few years in the league, and 
he took an offscascn job as a medical research 
assistant in a St. Louis hospital It was here, 
Meggysey once said in an interview, that he 
began “to get his head together." 

He met medical researchers who had given up 
the opportunity to earn much more money in 
private practice, and he writes that he saw 
“the poor women who would come into the free 
clinic and wait, many times four to six hours, 
to get medical treatment for their sick children. 
I couldn’t help but realize the perversity of 
spending thousands of dollars cut a football 
player with a sprained ankle while many poof 
kids were net getting adequate -medical care."

The Monks 
Who Make It

r RENOBLE. France, Dec. 22.— 
^ Some of the most famous 
wines and liqueurs of France 
are the work of monks, espe- 
cially of the Benedictine order. 
The monks developed viticulture 
in Burgundy, invented cham- 
pagne and today a liqueur still 
carries their name, although 
the Benedictines no longer have 
anything to do with its mak- 
ing. 

But perhaps the most fasci- 
nating st 017 concerns the ultra- 
secret formula for making 
Chartreuse. Surprisingly, the 
Carthusians did not actually 
invent the liqueur named after 
them. 

In 1605. Marshal d'Estrees 
gave the Carthusians of Paris 
a formula for an elixir involv- 
ing the distillation of 130 herbs 
that had come into his hands 
from an anonymous alchemist. 
The formula eventually found 
its way to the Grande Char- 
treuse tor charterhouse!, the 
monastery founded in the 11th 

century in the Alps near Gre- 
noble. About the middle of the 
18th century. Brother Jerome 
Maubec. who was an apoth- 
ecary. decided to try the recipe 
out. 

On the verge of developing a 
successful process for the pro- 
duction of the formula, Brother 
Jerome fell gravely ilL He used 
his last breath to dictate what 
lie had learned. A few years 
later. Brother Antoine perfected 
the recipe for an elixir, which 
is still made and sold at 142 
proof, and for a milder <at HO 
proof!* liqueur, today's green 
Chartreuse. 

The French Revolution broke 
up the monastic orders and 
monks were persecuted. The 
monk entrusted with the for- 
mula was jailed in Grenoble 
but fortunately not searched. 
Transferred to a prison In Bor- 
deaux. he fell ill but. before 
he died, managed to gee the 
recipe to another monk. 

This monk was unable to do 
anything with it since the order 
was still dispersed. One day in

desperation he sold It- to a 
chemist. Shortly after this, Na- 
poleon decreed that all secret 
formulas must be turned over 
to the state for examination 
and possible exploitation. Luck- 
ily. the government considered 
this one worthless and ignored 
it. 

In 1816. the restoration of the 
monarchy permitted the monks 
to return to their monastery. 
They recuperated their formula 
and again produced their li- 
queurs. including a new yellow 
one, sweeter and less strong, 
that was developed in 1333. 

Ten years later, some .army 
of ficers tasted Chartreuse, which 
up to then had been reserved 
for the use of the monks and 
for medicinal purposes.- They 
were so taken by it that they 
spread the word and soon the 
Carthusians were selling it gen- 
erally. 

The story would end here, 
except that the monks were ex- 
pelled from France once again, 
in 1903, during a period of 
anticlericalism. This time they 


took their recipe with them to 
their monastery at Tarragona 
in Spain and continued making 
their liqueurs. 

An attempt was made to re- 
produce it in France, but with 
little success, for the Carthu- 
sians got their Tarragona pro- 
duction recognized -internation- 
ally as the only authentic Char- 
treuse. which is still mad? there 
and sold in Spain and Latin 
America. 

Shortly before the German’ at- 
tack In 1940. the monks were 
again permitted to return to 
the Grande Chartreuse. An in- 
auspicious moment. But -the 
monastery survived the war and 
today the major part of the 
liqueurs, about a million quarts 
a year, is again produced in 
France at the distillery in Voi- 
ron, 15 miles from Grenoble. 
This establishment is also quite 
a tourist attraction, for 120,- 
000 visitors come every year for 
a tour of the cellars and a free 
taste of liqueur. 

The commercialization of 
Chartreuse (which is another 


story, nearly as involved, as that 
of the liqueurs) is. in the hands , 
of a joint shareholding com- 
pany, 95 percent owned by the 
order. Nearly two-thirds of the 
production is exported, -15 per- 
cent of it to the United States, 
the No. 1 foreign market. 

Three monks, who spend 
three months of the year.. at 
Tarragona, are in charge of the 
distilling and aging— for- Char- 
treuse is the only liqueur aged 
in casks— and only they and 
the father procurator have ac- 
cess to tlie famous secret for- 
mula. 

The monks produce the elixir 
and regular green and yellow 
Chartreuse as well as VEP 
green and yellow Chartreuses. • 
The VEP stands for vieSEisse- 
ment exceptionneUemertt pro- 
longs, or exceptionally prolong- 
ed aging. These VEFs are 
indeed magnificent, if expen- 
sive, herb liqueurs to top off a 
fine meaL Chartreuse should 
be drunk chilled or with an ice 
cube to release the full finesse 
of its bouquet.
